There had been some advance | 
speculation that if Griffin failed | 
to reappoint the Augusta political 
figure it might be a ‘tipoff that 
he was getting set to buck Lt. 
Gov. Ernest Vandiver’s gubernato- 
rial ambitions. 

Harris is one of Vandiver’s fore 
most backers—a fact neither the 
lheutenant governor nor Harris 
has sought to hide. It is possible 
that Griffin’s own coolness toward 
Vandiver could have played a 
part in the governor’s decision. 

It is likely, however, that Har- 
ris’ role in the 1954 gubernato- 
rial Campaign was a greater po- 
litical transgression in the eyes of 
the Griffin camp. Harris man-| 
aged the campaign of Former 
House Speaker Fred Hand against 
Griffin. 


But from all outward appear- 
ances, relations between the gov-| 
ernor and Harris have been cor- 
dial and close in the past several | 
months. The two have shared the | 
speaking platform at a number of 
segregation rallies, including the 
famous one at Little Rock shortly | 
before the integration crisis flared 
n that city. Harris has gone out 
of his way to praise Griffin and 
his administration in his weekly | 
political newspaper.

MORE PUZZLING 

Griffin's failure to reappoint 
Harris is even more puzzling in 
light of his reappointment of Re 
gent Howard H. Callaway of 
Hamilton.

Griffin’s action on the regent 
appointment brings up a similar 
problem in the selection of a mem- 
ber of the state highway board by 
the Legislature in February.

ernor’s wishes are normally fol- 
lowed.

Former State Sen. Willis Hardin 
of Commerce, who has been close 
to Griffin, is known to want the 
highway post.

Included in the changes are the 
combining of two departments, 
replacement of the income tax 
unit head, abolition of two posts 
and a $2,000 reduction in salary 
for the deputy revenue commis- 
sioner. pial 

Williams named Fred L. Cox 
to replace Kenneth A. Campbeil | 
as income tax unit director. 

Campbell recently suffered a 
minor heart attack, Williams 
said. He added that the unit's | 
heaviest work season is just’ 
ahead. 

If a place for Campbell can be | 
found in the department, “we | 
will be pleased to have him con- 
tinue with us,” Williams declared. 

Cox, formerly head of the for- 
eign corporations income tax 
division, has been with the Rev- | 
enue department 17 years. 

Under the reorganization, the | 
foreign corporations section will . 
no longer be maintained sepa- | 
rately. 

Effective Jan. 15, the $5,200-a- 
year job of conferee held by 
Charles H. Hagerty will be abol- 
ished, Williams continued. ‘‘With 
the appointment of Mr. Fred L. 
Cox as director of the income 
tax unit the position of conferee 
for the department will be of 
doubtful value to the depart- 
ment,”” he said. 

Another change announced was | 
the combining of the fi fa income 
tax section and the delinquent) 
income tax section ur’cr W.|

Our Legislative Bodies 


As Georgia and the nation enter the 
New Year, there is the feeling that 1958 
will be one of the most crucial years in 
our history. Certainly there are,some ma- 
jor decisions ahead in state end national 
policies facing our legislative bodies. 

There will be inevitable pressures for 
more spending. 

At the state level these pressures will 
be in the field of services—mental 
health, education and highway safety. 

And in Washington, President Eisen- 
hower is expected to submit the highest 
peacetime budget request in history with 
the increases mainly concerned with na- 
tional defense, This time the tendency to 
apply brakes will be submerged in the 
mew sense of urgency over Russian scien- 
tific and diplomatic gains which have pro- 
duced a considerable change in the balance 
of power between East and West. 

The national administration is, expect- 
ed to try to hold down: nondefense 
spending but even here the outlook is not 


,too good. Most programs have been laid 
gout already and any savings, in laymen’s 


terminology, will amount to peanuts.

business. The President knows better. But 
his Modern. Republicanism has too many 
of the Old Guard in it. They keep think- 
ing of government in terms of statistics. 
The former secretary of defense, Charlie 
Wilson, for example, knew the value of 
research in automobiles but he scoffed at 
it in government, which is one reason the 
Soviets beat us on rockets. But it was not 
the whole reason—only part of it. 

We have a sort of national climate of 
fatuous, ““God’s - in - His - Heaven - all’s- 
right-with-the-world-if - you - are - an- 
American” attitude. That’s why the So- 
viet satellites were so great a shock tous. 

The year now beginning may have 
some rough spots in it. But we won't 
likely have a real depression. We can't 
have one the way we will be spending on 
defense. We’ll have some dislocations and 
adjustments in employment and defense 
contracts. But no depression. 

We could have war. The great worry 
is that there is so little progress toward 
understanding and so much toward dis- 
cord. But we aren’t likely to have war 
because of our strength, which is great, 
despite the satellites. Even so, the arma- 
ments race and the Soviet propaganda 
successes will test us. 

We are going to be called on to sac- 
rifice. There will be no lowering of taxes, 
despite all the phoneys who predicted 
such for political gain. We’ll be fortunate 
if there aren’t more. It will require all 
we've got to prevent inflation from wors- 
ening. That is almost as great a danger 
as War. 

So the year will require common sense 
and spiritual or inner strength. 

We will be fools if we listen to po- 
litical promises from either party. We 
will make a grievous error if we allow 
our thinking to be distracted by investi- 
gations into “who’s to blame.” 

We need to go forward—in strength, 
will and national resolve. 

That’s what 1958 will demand.

anced budgets and a further hike in the 
U.S. debt ceiling. 

Experts in the business field expect 
the current downturn to continue; for a 
few months but predict it will be short- 
lived following the impact of more gov- 
ernment spending. and recovery of /con- 
fidence.

The congres- 
sional session will be rough, with both 
Democrats and Republicans badly split, 
but despite the election-year hassle there 
will be clarification of the problems we 
face and a determination to meet them. 


Much of what happens in the coming 
year thus rests with Congress and here 
in Georgia with the State Legislature. It 
is not a time for postponing decisions nor 
for weakness and stopgap measures.

Than Lasting Scarcity 


Corn hit a new high in the nation in 
1957. 


The average yield was 46.8 bushels, 
almost one and a half bushels better than 
in 1956. 

On the cornilands, the soil bank 
fought against improved cultivation, fer- 
tilizer and hybrid seed. 

The soil bank lost. 


Where the government cut back on 
the acreage, the farmer stepped up the 
yield. 

He put in the soil bank those scrub- 
by acres on which it would be ‘hard to 
raise an umbrella, he planted the best 
seed he could buy, he cultivated care- 
fully. And he grew almost 3% billion 
bushels of corn on 7214 million acres. Ten 
years ago, 93 million’ acres turned out 
only 144 billion’ bushels. 


Of course, the soil bank defenders 
say, “Look what the 1957 yield and the 
surplus would be if it had not been for 
the five million plus acres put in the 
soil bank.” 


The surplus remains as a problem to 
the federal government.: 


The consumer stands to benefit from 
a good supply, at reasonable prices, of 
meat, eggs and butter—production indi- 
rectly of the corn-crop. 

While others tackle the “farm prob- 
lem,” the average American can take 
comfort from the fact that he lives in a 
‘land where the problem is one of contin- 
uing surplus, not one of everlasting scar-

Communism’s political offensive in Asia and Africa has been 
characterized by economic blueprints rather than deeds. Total Soviet 
bloc commitments in this area now may approach the two-billion-dol- 
lar mark, but they are distributed over five years or more and the ac- 


tual layout is much smaller. 

Yet the Communists are get- 
ting more goodwill for their mon- 
ey and even more for their prom- 
ises and advice than the West. 

As many -government econo- 
mists in the recently emancipated 
countries of Asia and Africa see 
it, the Soviets are easier to work 
with. 

Some businessmen, moreover, 
find it profitable to trade with the 
Communists. 

There are three reasons why so 
many Asian and African countries 
look for economic assistance and 
advice to the Communist world 
rather than to the West: 

1. Most of the countries con- 
cerned have adopted long-term 
economic development plans in 


the Soviet manner. ~ 


Because the Communist-ruled 
countries are supposed: to have 
invented the coneept of long-term 
planning, many Asian and Afri- 
can government economists are 
inclined to turn to them for ad- 
vice rather than to capitalist 
spokesmen. ) 

2. A drop in the prices of cer- 
tain overseas commodities rang- 
ing from about 50 per cent for 
copper to 20 per cent for rubber 
and hemp and 15 per cent for tin 
and ground nuts has given the 
Communist bloc trading -advan- 
tages similar to those enjoyed by 
Nazi Germany in the late 3930's. 

3. Fast industrialization is the 
ambition of the governments of 
most underdeveloped countries. 
Government - sponsored indus- 
trialization means power and 
promises employment to the rap- 
idly expanding population. 

This kind of forced industrial- 
ization usually cannot pass the 
scrutiny of conservative bankers, 
but does not deter the Commu- 
nists. Communist negotiators in 


such cases usually offer favorable 
interest and amortization rates 
and are willing to send plenty of 
technical personnel and to accept 
large numbers. of indigenous work- 
ers for training. 

Many West Europeans believe 
communism’s economic offensive 
in Asia and Africa was successful 
only because of. a “vacuum” in 
our official thinking. The West, 
these European statesmen and 
publicists believe, has been as un- 
willing to make allowance for the 
predominant way of thinking in 
Asian and African countries as it 
was willing to make allowance for 
social conditions in East and Cen- 


tral European countries during 
the depression. 
Then American, British and 


French financial experts advised 
countries stricken with mass un- 
employment to adopt a deflation- 
ary policy which would have 
meant lower wages, less money 
for public works projects and so- 
cial services, 

The result was that one coun- 
try after anotherwwas drawn first 
economically, then politically, to- 
ward National-Socialist Germany. 
Today the Soviet bloc with re-

_ Are Nearer Reality 


WASHINGTON—Don’t duck, this column is 
going to deal with good news- There is some 
good news. Everything isn’t going badly. As an 


after-Christmas bonus, the thing to which I want to call attention 
is how well we are doing in one of the most precious aspects of 
American democracy—the spread of all civil rights to all citizens 


regardless of race, creed or color. - 


When you look into the mirror 
you can either concentrate on 
how far we still have to go and 
be very. depressed or you can 
concentrate on how far we have 
come and be very encouraged. 


There is none who can hold up . 


the mirror with better creden- 
tials than the American Jewish 
Committee which has so valiant- 
ly and so long served the cause 
of freedom everywhere. 


In its annual survey of civil 
rights advances in the United 
States: the American Jewish Com- 
mittee has just completed a study 
of the civil rights trend over the 
past 10 years. 


Its verdict: “Momentous 
gains.” Citing authorities not giv- 
en to wishful thinking, the report 
marshals evidence to show solid 
and sustained advance in every 
phase of civil rights during this 
10-year period.

The Federal Example: By re- 
quiring fair - employment prac- 
tices in all its contracts with in- 
dustry, the U.S. government not:

Civil Rights in Education: Fol- 
lowing the Supreme Court deci- 
sion, desegregation in Southern 
and border states is making it- 
self felt in about 1,000 school dis- 
tricts and units. About 350,000 Ne- 
gro and two million white chil- 
dren are currently in ‘“‘integrat- 
ed situations.’ 

Spread of FEPC: In 1947 only 
four states had state commissions 
against discrimination. Today 
there are enforceable FEP stat- 
utes in 13 states and 40 cities and 
more than one-third of the popu- 
lation is covered by state or local 
FEP measures. 

Citizenship Rights: The Act of 
Congress this year guaranteeing 


federal protection of the “right 


to vote” is hailed as breaking an 
82-year deadlock in civil rights 
legislation.

Can Be Mild

Many people have written in 

anger, saying that my speaking 

of the heredity of neuroses and 
sychoses is terrible and should 
be stopped. Some women said, 

‘‘How could you be so cruel as to 

take away all hope from us and 

our child?” Then I was dis- 
tressed because I would never 
willingly hurt anyone. Unfortu- 
nately, the woman had misunder- 


stood me and had assumed that. 


I had said several things that I 
was very careful not to say. 

She assumed that because one 
has an insane mother, one must 
go insane. No; a child with such 
a parentage has many chances 
of escaping the inheritance. My 
correspondent thought, also, that 
I had said that if_a disease is 
hereditary it is bound to be se- 
vere and disabling. 

No; if it is inherited at all, it 
ean be mild. She thought I had 
said that if a disease is heredi- 
tary, it is incurable. Most cer- 
tainly not. 

The other day at a big medical 
convention in New York, two fine- 
looking physicians came up and 
each reminded me that, many 
years ago, I had seen him in a 
depression. They each said they 
had come out of it and had been 
wonderfully well ever since. 


One reason why I keep writing 
on this subject is to bring back 
peace of mind to hundreds of fine 
people who have been terribly 
hurt by accusations leveled at 
them by someone thoroughly in- 
doctrinated with the cruel ideas 
of one school of psychiatry.

HERE ON my desk before me 
is a letter from a lovely woman 
who has much insanity in her 
family. When her boy became 
mentally disturbed, the doctors 
refused to listén to a word about 
the bad family record; they said 
that this meant nothing. No; the 
fault was all hers. Without ask- 
ing questions, the doctors were 
sure that. she had lavished too 
sexual a type of love on the boy, 
and had thereby injured him 
psychically. 

The woman was sure she hadn’t 
treated this boy any differently 
from the other three who are now 
normal, but her denials did her 
no good. As a result, she was left 
brokenhearted and so full of guilt 
she could no longer face her rela- 
tives and friends. 

She writes, “Although my hus- 
band and I cannot see how we 
can be at fault in this matter, we 
have been hurt so terribly that 
we have nearly gone out of our 
minds. My poor mother grieved 
so bitterly over this accusation 
that I think it shortened her life.” 

This letter is only one of 
scores telling me of the cruel 
accusations of people who have 
broken the mother’s heart and 
left her feeling entirely at fault 
and disgraced because of her 
supposed total responsibility for 
the vicious behavior of a psy- 
chotic and delinquent child.

In neither of these cases 
could the mother have had any- 
thing to do with producing the 
iilness—it was as definitely “‘or 
ganic’’ as a fractured skull or a 
meningitis.

ONE FINE SENSIBLE mother 
with a psychotic boy writes, “I 
pray that you will keep writing 
on this horrible illness with which 
our boy has been stricken. Too 
many persons prefer not to hear 
about this painful subject. Unless 
it happens to strike someone close 
to them, they pay no attention to 
it or its seriousness. I wish that 
he could sympathize/better with 
these unhappy peefle who suffer 
so terribly.” She is perfectly 
right. 

Fortunately, at last, there has 
appeared a group of psychiatrists 
who are also experts in the study 
of the functions of the brain and 
in the use of drugs to modify 
these functions. Also, there are 
psychiatrists, like my friend Prof. 
Franz Kallmann of the Depart- 
ment of Psychiatry of Columbia 
University, who, by gathering 
thousands of observations, 
showed that schizophrenia and 
manic depressive psychosis are 
almost always hereditary in na- 
ture.

DETROIT, Dec. 31 (UP) —The 
Ford Motor Division today, for the | 
first time in 22 years, issued a | 
1957 domestic production and sales | 
victory statement over its “‘closest | 
competitor,’’ Chevrolet. 

It was the first time since 1935 | 
the Ford division could claim lead- 
ership over Chevrolet in produc- 
‘tion sales within the U.S. and in 
US. sales itself. 


But a statement by a spokesman 
for Chevrolet indicated Ford's pro- 
| duction claims may not go unchal- 
'lenged. The Chevrolet spokesman 
said, ‘Official production figures, 
which will be out in a few days, 
will speak for themselves. I don't 
know where Ford sells the cars it 
produces.

Their other children are Jonathan, 6, Marie Elise, 
5, Regina, 3, and “the baby,” one-year-old Michael. 

Mrs. de Golian, a young-looking 37-year-old, 
takes Rouse guests in stride just as she takes her 
brood . .. calmly and with pleasure. “One more 
doesn’t make any difference after you’ve had four,” 
she explained. 

Not that caring for this large family is a simple 
procedure. It isn’t. 


The washing machine is seldom silent... at 
least six loads a day are washed and dried. 


Keeping ahead of the laundry and keeping “the 
bottomless pits” fed are her most challenging tasks. 
“They’re always hungry, and their clothes are always 


getting soiled,” she said. “I don’t believe we could 
manage without the washer, dryer and dishwasher 

. each is essential,’’ she added. Her maid, Allane 
Jones, who lives in, agreed. 

The de Golian family consumes in a week seven 
dozen eggs, 12 loaves of bread and more than seven 
gallons of milk. A minimum of 20 sheets are used and 
Mrs. de Golian confessed she “Jost count” years ago 
of how many towels are required for her active fam- 
ily. Nor can she. estimate how many boxes of deter- 
gents are fed into the washer. ‘I know I buy several 
large boxes every time I go in a store,” she said. 


Grocery tab for the month? About $200, includ- 
ing the milk bill. She said the grocery bills never 
total more than $250 a month. 


She economizes by having stews, large boneless 
roasts and casseroles. “I learned how to make some- 
thing tasty out of common foods when I lived in New 
Orleans,”’ she explained. 

Their electric bill is seldom over $18. They con- 
sider this their biggest bargain, for their enormous 
refrigerator, deep freeze, washer, dryer, and garbage 
disposal are-in constant use. 

No, she doesn’t buy in wholesale lots. She does 
buy several turkeys or roasts, which she freezes, 
whenever they are ‘‘on special.’”’ Most of her grocery 
shopping is done on Friday, and her husband, a struc- 
tural engineer, usually stops on his way home from 
work at the de Golian Steel and Iron Co. to bring such 
things as lettuce or milk as needed. 


Steaks and chops are seldom on the menu. These 
“‘soodies”’ are usually served at family birthdays. ‘‘We 
never invite anyonqbut relatives, for ‘just us’ is a 
mob,” she laughed. 

No, Mrs. de Golian doesn’t can or preserve. “‘No 
time for that,” she said. 


The entire family is blessed with good health. 
None have suffered any serious illness. Two of the 
youngsters recently had their tonsils out. The visit to 
the doctor before this was for all the children to line 
up for polio shots. 

All the children are “in school” with the excep- 
tion of the youngest, Michael. Three-year-old Marie 
Elise is in kindergarten at Morris Brandon; the others 
are enrolled at Christ the King, and Fefix, the oldest 
son, is a junior at Marist. 

Mrs. de Golian spends a good portion of each 
day “running a taxi service.” With the exception of 
Felix, she picks up all the children from school. Mr. 
de Golian takes them in the morning. It would be 
impossible for her to be in a driving group. Her 
children alone are a crowd. 

Their home bears little resemblance to the orig- 
inal house they had built. At first, it contained three 
bedrooms, a den and a sewing room. The sewing room 
was converted into a nursery, the den into a bedroom, 
and still there wasn’t room for the growing family. 

Now, the attractive one-story home is truly a 
rambling, ranch-style abode. There are seven bed- 
rooms and three baths, and a large playroom off the 
ample kitchen. This playroom is strictly for the chil- 
dren. 

Mrs. de Golian has no set schedule for cleaning 
house. Every youngster has been trained to make 
up his or her bed. Even the 3-year-old goes through 
the motion. Most of the de Golian children pick up 
and hang up their clothes, but, like children every-

The problem exists. after 
every Christmas when tropical 
plants are given for gifts. But 
the florists . say, 
sometimes the problem and the 
plants don’t exist very long. 

Philodendron, begonias, san- 
sevieria, caladium, gloxina and 
many other’ tropical plants 
have become the most popular 
mainly be- 
adaptable as 
well as attractive in our con- 
homes. 


| UNDERSTAND CLIMATE 


— —— 


But to raise them, they say, 
we must understand the climate 
of the tropics and it seems we 
have a few misconceptions. 

Most of the plants we use as 
house plants are, in the trop- 
ics, undergrowth to larger 
shrubs and trees. And though 
they are exposed to from 11 to 
12 hours of daylight each day, 
they are rarely exposed to 
direct sun or intense heat. 

They receive heavy rains 
each day, but the rain drains 
rapidly from their roots. Though 
many can exist in water, none 
can survive mud. The heavy 

rains keep the foliage free 
from dirt and dust and in this 
low, protected, moist atmos- 
phere, these plants grow used 
to a fairly cool temperature.

These conditions can be re- 
produced easily in homes today. 

The ideal spot for a tropical 
plant is a large window plant- 
er in a contemporary home, 
but it is not at all essential. 
Light, not heat or direct sun, 
is one of the most important 
factors. And electric and par- 
ticularly fluorescent bulbs pro- 
vide the same essential growth 
factors. 

This explains why often a 
seemingly neglected plant in a 
busy office or on a reading table 
will thrive. 

OVER-WATERING 

Tropical plants will adapt 
themselves and thrive in the 
average room temperature but 
the temperature should be kept 
consistent. Moving them from 
a living room to a warm, sun- 
ny porch for daytime, and then 
back again can prove very 
harmful. 

Probably the most common 
cause for loss of tropical plants 
is over-watering. The soil should 
be kept moist, but never 
crenched. The amount of water- 
ing the plant should have will 
vary with the temperature of 
the room and the type of plant- 
er drainage. 

Over-watering will cause a 
quick deterioration and rotting 
of the roots marked by a yel- 
lowing of the leaves. In an air- 
conditioned room, which _inci- 
dentally will have no ill effects 
on the piants, the watering 
should, of course, be somewhat 
less. 

The leaves of the plants 
should be dusted frequently. 
Polish and oil on the foliage 
will accumulate dust, clog the 
pores and can be very harmful.

Adding peat moss and rough, 
rotted manure makes a more 
friable combination than plain 
loam.

When planning a large tropi- 
cal planter, it is best to consult 
a florist or nurseryman. And 
once planted, these plants can 
be more successful, with less 
trouble than any other house 
plants.

Not so 
with alcohol . . . you burn it 
off at a steady rate of seven 
calories per gram. There is no 
control over the burning, so to 


might seem that since alcohol 
calories cannot be stored, they 
could make no fat. But the 
catch is that while alcohol cal- 
ories are burned, the food 
calories which would otherwise 
have been used to furnish 
energy are spared, so they are 
stored as fat. 

Of course, it’s well to know 
that a _ before-dinner cocktail

boosts the total calories beyond 
one’s energy requirements, the 
result is added weight. 


On the calorie score, alcohol 
counts the same as food—but 
there the similarity ends. Alco- 
hol is completely devoid of the 
essential nutrients such as pro- 
tein, vitamins and minerals. In 
short, alcohol cannot be used 
safely in place of food. The 
dieter therefore has this choice 
—a cocktail or dessert... 
not both.

Morrow, recent father of twins,

Dollars and Sense 


No Bulls, No Bears 
On 1958 Horizon 


By LESLIE GOULD 


NEW YORK, Dec. 31—How business fares in 
1958 will depend on three things: 
1. The level of consumer spending. 
2. The speed with which the federal government gets going 
on its steppéd-up defense program. 
3. The same for state, county and local gov- # jam 


ernment spending. : 


General opinion of those who follow business 
trends and make the projections on which man- 
agement chart the course for the year ahead is 
that 1958 will be a year of no growth, but with 
activity holding on a high plateau. 


The present easing trend in business fs ex- 
pected to carry through the first six months, 


flattening out in the third quarter and turning up 
in the fourth quarter. There is a good prospect 
for the fourth recovery to lift business activity 
above current levels. 

This view is neither bullish nor bearish. None see any depres- 
sion, only a recession 

On the stock market, the opinion {s that it too will be selective 
and that caution for the time being is the better course. The mar- 
ket should establish its bottom ahead of business. 

The business boom has been running 12 years, and if the war 
vears are included it is 15 years—one of the longest and greatest 
booms on record. There have been only three interruptions to the 
forward surge of business in this period. The first in 1948-49 on a 
correction of a top heavy inventory position: the second—1953-54 on 
the ending of the Korean War, and the present one, which has been 
running about 14 months. 


The current set back is due to a reduction fn Industry spending 
for capital improvements—new plants and equipment—and a paral- 
leling cut back in inventories and unfilled orders. 


There are no shortages—except in missiles. Production has 
caught up with demand and there is an excess of productive facil- 
ities. 

Business will spend about $4 or $5 billion less for capital im- 
provement in 1958 than it has this year. This contraction will be 
felt in the first six months of 1958, for it will take that much time 
or longer for the Federal Government spending and also that by 
the local and state governments to expand to a point that will offset 
this. 

However, business capital spending will be substantial, about 
$33 billion. This year the spending approximated $37 billion and in 
1956 the total such outlay was $35.1 billion. The 1956 total was an 
unprecedented rise of 22 per cent over the preceding year. 


Production Index To Drop 

The Federal Reserve index as to industrial production made its 
high of 147 in December a vear ago. It was around 145 in August 
and is around 139. It is expected to go down to 135 in the second or 
third quarter and come back in the final quarter to 142. 


Unemployment may make poor reading In February, when 
estimates are for around 5 million against about 3‘, million cur- 
rently, but this will likely be only temporary. 


The Federal Government is expected to spend at least $3 billion 
more in the year ahead and the local and state governments about 
$2 billion. These in time will offset the cut backs in capital spend- 
ing by industry. 


Confidence of Consumer Is Key 
The major support in the meantime will be the consumer. As 
long as he continues to spend and has confidence, there isn’t too 


much to worry about. His confidence wasn’t shaken back in the 
1953-54 business slow down.

TODAY’S BUSINESS MIRROR 


_ .A Split Personality 
Is Expected for 1958 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK, Dec. 31 (#i—The dying year can 
boast of one thing: by and large it pretty well lived 
up to the expectations of the majority of businessmen. 

A year ago the betting of most of them was that the boom in 
general would continue till midyear and that the concluding months 
would be clouded in uncertainties. 

Well, on New Year’s Eve the uncertainties are all around us. 
Some industries have had to revise their earlier predictions. But 
the general economy has behaved about on schedule. 


And today a large majority of the businessmen talking for 
publication are predicting that the new year will have a split 
personality like the old one. 


The first half should see the decline In industrial production 
continue, with unemployment in the factories, mills and mines 
rising. But the second half should see a return to the upside for 
the economy in general. 

The slowdown in industry and the rise in unemployment In 
some industries has led to a slight drop in the total of personal 
income available after taxes for-spending. 

But so far the incomes of most of these in trade and the vast 
array of services hasn’t been cut—although somewhat bruised by 
the rise in the cost of living. It is their spending that has kept 
the total dollar volume of retail trade on a level keel and the 
outlay for services in a rising trend. 

Most of those in trade are talking rather confidently today of 
continuing strong demand for consumer products. Much of this is 
based on a steady rise in population. But this must be bolstered 
by a high level of income. 


True, a growth In population means an Increase In the total 
of needs and desires—but unless desires are backed by cash they 
don’t become demand in the market place. Mere population size 
isn’t a guarantee of rising consumption. Look at India and China. 


Most of those now predicting that consumer demand for their 
products will be greater next year than this concede that the 
gain over this year won't be ds great as in most years since 
the war. 

Leading oil executives, for example, say that world demand 
for oil products should rise by 1 per cent. Two or three years 
ago it was advancing at a rate of 5 per cent a year or better. 

Steel men are predicting that the dip in-their output should 
run its course by midyear and total output for the year should be 
fairly high. 

The utilities mostly predict a continuing growth in energy 
sales, but they hedge by saying that if industrial activity slumps 
more than now expected, total demand for power could be lower 
—and the utilities in turn might trim their programs for expansion 
of capacity. 

The construction industry pins its hopes of at least breaking 
even on a pick up in home building when and if the money market 
really eases and on an increase in federal, state and local govern- 
ment construction. These should offset the decline in industrial 
and commercial construction. 


But the outlook for all of them is beset by the uncertainties 
that make most businessmen enter 1958 with fingers crossed, but 
whistling loudly.
